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Unexplained illness 
halts football game 


For the second time this year, 
Wilmington parents are worrying and 
wondering about a mystery illness. 

Twenty-four children, cheerleaders 
and football players in the Pop 
Warner program, were stricken with 
fainting spells, and other symptoms 
during a Sunday afternoon football 
game at Dracut. 

The illness first appeared among 
the cheerleaders, who began fainting. 
‘The girls were at first taken to Dracut 
High School, and then to two Lowell 
hospitals. Eight girls were taken to 
St. Joseph’s Hospibal by ambulance, 
and 13 were taken to Lowell General 
in a school bus. 

People who were at the scene have 
credited ‘the girls’ coaches, Julie 
Briggs and Betsy Costello, with 
remaining cool-headed through the 
entire episode. 

While the girls were being given 
aid, the football game continued, with 
the Pop Warner ‘A’ teams playing. 
But it wasn't long before some of the 
boys of the Wilmington “‘A’” squad 
began féeling ill as well. The 
Wilmington team had to forfeit the 
game because of illness. Two of the 
boys were taken to the hospital later 
in the evening. 

‘Symptoms among those affected in- 
cluded dizziness, severe headaches, 


fainting, and stomach aches. The

Further investigation revealed that 
there had been four burglaries earlier 
in the evening in nearby Reading. 
Police suspect that the subject was 
the perpetrator of those crimes as 
well 

He was arraigned in Woburn 
District Court on Tuesday, and charg- 
ed with breaking and entering, posses- 
sion of burglar's tooks, use of a stolen 
car, and the receipt of stolen proper- 
ty. Bail was set at $10,000.

perience any such discomforts. 

At St. Joseph's, doctors gave blood 
tests to the children with the worst 
symptoms. These tests ruled out food 
poisoning as a Cause of the illness. 

A tentative cause of heat prostra- 
tion and hysteria was given, and the 
girls were sent home. Doctors at the 
hospitals did tell the parents to take 
their children to the doctor the next 
day. 

The heat prostration theory did not 
satisfy people who had noticed that 
the Dracut youngsters were not 
similarly affected. 

A joint investigation has been 
launched by the Boards of Health of 
Wilmington and Dracut. and the state 
Department of Public Health 

One point of investigation involves a 
water tap at the field. Mamy of the 


Wilmington youngsters were reported 
to have had water from that tap. The 
“B” team used Wilmington water in 
bottles during their game, but the 
bottles were then reportedly refilled 
for the “A” team from that tap. 

Many of the children involved were 
absent from school on Monday, but 
some of them did attend. 

An equally mysterious illness 
struck a group of youngsters on a field 
trip from the West Intermediate 
School in May of this year. In that 
case, 14 children were hospitalized in 
New York City after they experienced 
nausea while returning from 
Washington D.C. by bus. Some of the 
children were later hospitalized with 
other, more severe’symptoms. No ex- 
planation for that illness has ever 
been announced. t

1927 tragedy shocked town 


The Wilmington Fire Department 
learned a lesson, 50 years ago. The 
lesson has never been forgotten. Ina 
burning building, know where the 
chit is, and don’t hit it with a 
stream of water from a fire hose.

For it was 50 years ago this month 
that the lesson was inflicted. Two 
Wilmington firemen, Wilbur Sheldon 
and Russell Pratt, paid with their 
lives when a red hot chimney, in a 
burning house was struck by the 
stream of water from a fire hose. The 
tragedy shocked the town. 

Tt was a Saturday night fire, the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Frank Goggin 
on Dudley Road, off Lake Street in 
South Tewksbury. Mr. Goggin, an 
employee of the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Company, Nad recently

which destroyed their home. The loss 
was set at §7 thousand. 

Mr. Goggin was awakened by in- 
tense heat just before 11 p.m. He 
sprang out of bed. The stairway 
downstairs was already an inferno. 
Wakening Mrs. Goggin and their son, 
Goggin threw a chair through a win- 
dow over-looking the front porch. The 
family crept out onto the porch roof 
and jumped to the ground. 

The publisher of the Town Crier was 
one of those who responded to the fire 
alarm. A youth of 16, he was at home 
alone. He ran to the fire, which could 
be clearly seen across Silver Lake,

Ahead of Neilson, on the left side, 
was Jerome O'Leary, volunteer 
fireman and later a selectman. On 
the right side it was Pratt and 
Sheldon, and behind Sheldon was 
Chester Horton, 34 years old, of Swain 
Road. 

The house was practically com- 
pletely burned, but the heat was still 
intense, and inside that glowing mass 
stood the chimney. The two hosemen 
who were directing the play of water 
inadvertently struck the chimney, and 
it collapsed on the men with the hose. 

Neilson can remember being brush- 
ed on the right shoulder by one of the 
falling bricks. He was’ not injured. 
Pratt and Sheldon had both been 
struck on the head, and Horton had 
been struck on the left shoulder and 
arm. He suffered lacerations. 


O'Leary, a World War I veteran, 
shouted “‘Men Down!" and willing 
hands picked up Pratt and Sheldon. 
Both were still alive. They were 
taken to Tewksbury Hospital in 
private cars, the drivers being Ernest 
Pelletier and Bill Walsh. Dr. Gardner 
of St. John's Hospital in Lowell got out 
of bed and went to Tewksbury to treat 
the two men. 

Sheldon died at 9 a.m. Sunday, and 
Pratt half an hour later 

Wilbur Sheldon was a descendant of 
the Asa Sheldon who lived in 
Wilmington in the first half of the 19th 
century, Asa was the author of 
‘Wilmington Farmer,'’ an 
autobiography still wofth reading 

Wilbur's father was named Asa 
Sheldon, and he was a local butcher. 


Wilbur, as a boy, had taken part in the 
last cattle drives from Brighton to 
Wilmington, droving cattle to be 
butchered. 

A 1918 graduate of Wilmington High 
School, he worked for the treasury 
department of the Boston &, Maine 
Railroad. He was the treasurer of the 
Wilmington Methodist Church, and a 
member of Friendship Lodge 
AF&AM 

A man with a sunny disposition, 
was survived by his wife Olive Cai 
Sheldon. Olive, until her retirement, 
served as clerk to the Wilmington 
selectmen, and as an Assessor of 
Wilmington, A daughter and 
grandchildren still live in Wilmington. 


Russell Pratt, 44 years old, was a 
native of East Boston who had lived in 
Wilmington for 17 years. He had serv- 
ed five years with the US Navy, join- 
ing in 1914; He had become a 
volunteer fireman in 1911

Harnden Tavern 
to get new roof 


Wilmington recently advertised for 
bids, to put a new roof on the Harnden 
Tavern. All bids have been rejected 

The lowest bid from a firm that 
could be bonded was $16,500. The 
money allocated in the budget was $9,- 
500. As a consequence a decision has 
been made to reshingle the tavern us- 
ing town employees. 

A story that is interesting, but 
which seems to have no foundation is 
that the roof was to be reshingled with 
shakes. Shakes were the Colonial 
equivalent of shingles, made in shake 
mills. One such mill stood over Mill 
Brook, near where it crosses under 
Middlesex Avenue, in Wilmington. 

To provide shakes today would 
probably be quite expensive. There 
had been no plans to use shakes on the 
Tavern 


“Wait a minute,’ he said at last. ‘I 
knew of a case some years ago where 
there was an awful smell.

‘This water heater is equipped with 
an anode rod designed to prolong the 
life of the glass lined tank. The rod is 
slowly consumed cathodically, protec- 
ting the tank, and thereby eliminating 
or minimizing corrosion. 

Water sometimes contains a high 
sulfate and/or mineral content and 
together with the cathodic protection 
process can produce a hydrogen sul- 
fide or rotten egg odor in the heated 
water. Chlorination of the water 
supply should minimize the problem.” 

Wilfred hired a plumber to take the 
rod out. Now there is no odor of 
rotten eggs, and he can sleep until 8 
a.m. every morning.

Unique program eliminates need for handicapped traveling 


CVNA: Provides home infant care up to 3 yrs

Visiting Nurses Association in Wakeeld 
Alice assisted Karl's mother, Diane, 
proper ways to exercise the baby.

Director of the CVNA is Jacqueline Deegan. 
see children from berth to three years 
old," noted Nurse Coordinator Crawford, 
“afler we've diagnosed what the problem is. 

Some of the children Ms. Crawford visits on 
home calls are victims of such diseases as 


Down Syndrome, Spinabifida (Karl's con- 
dition), Hydrocephalus (((water on the 
brain), and Cerebral Palsy 

“Many times the infant is referred to us by 
the hospital,” added Crawford, “‘and other 
times we're informed by local pediatricians, 
or people who are familiar with the 
program.” 

‘The fact that the relatively new Infant Care 
Program is part of the CVNA is unusual, since 
not many such associations containing the 
service exist in this region, other than the 
Beverly CVNA 

“Initially, 1 make a home visit and do a 
basic screening of the child's development, "* 
Crawford said. “Then Ireturn to the CVNA 
and present the case to the team, which 
consists of myself and the oceupational and 
plysical therapists.”” 

‘An in-depth assessment of the child's 
development follows, which includes general 
observations - how parents handle, position, 
and play with their infant; gross motor 
development - milestones accomplished, 
muscle tone, strength, and asymmetry; 
reflex development and its effect on 
development of motor function; joint range of 
motion - flexibility, limitations and their 
effect on movement; fine motor development 
reaching, hand skills, prehension patterns, 
and eyehand coordination; vision - eye 
tracking, visual perception; hearing - regard 
for sounds, auditory perception; language 
and speech - pre-language skills, quantity and 
quality of vocal sounds and speech, receptive 


and expressive language; personal-social- 
mother-child interaction, child's response to 
other people; and self-help skills - dressing, 
eating, drinking, hygiene 

“Together as a team we determine what 
kind of intervention has to be done for that 
child,” Jill stated. “Sometimes it means one 
of us has primary care of the child. The 
others, however, are on-call, so to speak, 50 
that the kid doesn't have to relate to a lot of 
parti 

The purpose of their services is to provide 
direct therapy, teaching parents things they 
have to do to help the child at home. The crux 
of the program is “at home" service, which 
eliminates hassles of travelling with the child 

“It is more comfortable to provide care for 
them at home," added Alice Ross. ‘The 
parents are there all the time, and we're 
teaching them to be the kid's therapist."” 

The CVNA Infant Care Program is sup- 
ported principally by a grant from the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Health, 
Division of Family Health Services. 

“We also collect health insurance where 
applicable,” interjected Ms. Crawford. “The 
funding does not cover everything; and the 
ability to pay is based on individual cases 
However, cost should not be a barrier.” 

The visiting therapist spends about one 
hour at a time with an infant, and the care is 
extended up to three years old. At that point, 
if functioning normally, there is no need for 
the help and the care is discontinued. In cases 
where a “risk’” remains, the child is carried 


over to the three to six year old program 
which comes into possible Chapter 766 
eligibility At three, parents must request the 
local school department to conduct an 
evaluation to determine if a child qualifies for 
assistance under the law 
The kinds of activities we provide are 
play-oriented, and are not rigid exercise 
programs,” Ms. Ross rentarked. “They are 
effective in enhancing development in a 
correct way 
‘We also provide support to the parents 
regarding their feelings towards a child with 
special needs,": added Nurse Crawford. “We 
handle children with any delay in develop- 
ment. including handicapped, retardation, 
disabled, or at risk 
Sometimes “at risk" refers to cases like 
very young mothers with children born with 
various impediments, from: breathing dif 
ficulties to severe retardation. Coping with 
such heartbreaking realities can be over: 
whelming for a seventeen year old mother 
We look at problems on the positive side, 
Crawford added 
‘The program has been in operation for four 
years, beginning with a grant from the Office 
for Children, a state organization, and a grant 
from the mental retardation services of the 
welfare department 
We've run up to now on a wing and a 
prayer,” stated Executive Director 
Jacqueline Deegan. “The grants were not 
adequate to service the needs of the area's 
children. We hope to have sufficient funds for 


the program with a new grant.” 
With additional funding, the CVNA Infant 
Care Program has added mental health and

Charles Riverbeing cleaned 


The Metropolitan District 
Commission has begun a 
campaign to make the Charles 
River “healthier,” according 
to MDC Commissioner John F. 
Snedeker. 

Work has begun on the 
construction phase of a 
destratification project, in- 
volving the installation of five 
air diffusers in deep portions of 
the Charles River basin be- " 
tween a point above the Har- 
vard Bridge and on the 
downstream side of the 
Longfellow Bridge. ‘The 
purpose of the diffusers,” 
according to Commissioner 
Snedeker, “is to force salt 
water from the bottom of the 
river up toward the surface to 
mix with oxygenated water. 
“This eliminates hydrogen 
sulfide, allowing fish to feed on 
the bottom of the river. Water 
pumped from the bottom after 
destratification will also be 
free from noxious gases." 

Commissioner Snedeker said

Not an overly intriguing plot, 
unless the mysterious Britisher 
happens to be James Bond. 
And Ian Fleming's 1962 novel, 
“The Spy Who Loved Me,” is in 
@ different form, told from a 
woman's point of view, and 
revealing Bond to be a little 
tired of and careless in his 
cloak and dagger routine. 

This was one of the later 
Bond novels, published the 
same time as the film debut of 
James Bond in “Dr. No.” 
Fleming approved of Sean 
Connery in the role of Bond, 
and was also disappointed in 
“The Spy Who Loved Me" as a 
novel, vowing that only the title 
of the book could be used in a 
screen adaptation of the unique 
Bond story 

Fleming didn't have to 
worry, as screen adaptations of 
his stories have grown in- 
creasingly more extravagant, 
and ridiculous, and less faithful 
to the original stories. 

The movie is a loosely sewn 
patehwork of earlier Bond 
films. Beautiful spies, 
helicopter attacks, and in- 
trigue on train (“From 
Russia With Love"), aquatic 
battles ("Thunderball") 
chases on water (“Live And 
Let Die"), and the trite array 
of gadgets that every Bond film 
is obliged to have, make “The 
Spy Who Loved Me” the least 
imaginative of all the Bond 
films. 
And it’s doubtful that 
Fleming would have accepted 
the Roger Moore charac- 
terization of Bond, who is more 
likely to utter a suggestive or 
tasteless pun than engage in 
any exhausting action scenes, 
and who has the plastic face 
that looks as if it would 
crumble with one punch 
Fortunately for him, Moore's

Bond is rarely tested to the 
struggle, always successfully 
eliminating his adversaries 
with little effort (although the 
seven foot “Jaws” villian does 
become an exasperating 
nuisance.) 

Connery’s Bond at least had 
his suit wrinkled or his hair 
mussed, and even showed 
emotional weakness on oc- 
casion. The Moore version by 
contrast always has a neat and 
impassive appearance, to 
display himself as an un 
believable stereotype. 

Producer Albert Broccoli has 
been with all but one film (the 
“Casino Royale” satire), and 
had fallen into a rut the last few 
years. But the movies continue 
as box office hits, and it’s 
unlikely that someone will 
remove him from such a 
successful position for the 
remaining stories. 

Unfortunately several more 
adaptations remain. Only one 
full length Bond novel remains 
to be cast in celluloid, but 
Fleming wrote seven brief and 
unremarkable Bond stories.

What's credit history? 


Do you have a credit history? 
Do you know why you ought to 
if you don't? Do you know what 
a credit history is? 

If you're drawing a blank on 
these questions you'll want to 
get the answers before a 
specific need sends you out to 
borrow money, suggests Nancy 
C. Stutzman, Extension Home 
Economist, of the Middlesex 
County Extension Service. This 
information is available to all 
regardless of race, color or 
national origin. 

Your credit history is a 
record of how you have han: 
died financial obligations in the 
past. It tells whether or not you 
have made your loan 
repayment on time, if you have 
ever defaulted on a loan (failed 
to complete the payments) and 
if you have ever filed for 
bankruptcy 

This information is used by 
lending officers in deciding 
whether to grant you a loan. It 
helps to establish your “credit 
worthiness." In determining 
whether or not you have this 
characteristic, most lenders 
look for two things; first the 
“ability to repay debt,” which 
usually means the size of your 
income; and second, the 
“willingness to repay debt,” 
which means ‘how you've 
handled credit in the past 

If you have a credit history, 
it will be on file with a credit 
bureau. You can check with 
your bank to find out which one 
they use. The Fair Credit 
Reporting Act of 1970 gives you 
the right to~examine your 
credit file for a small fee - or 
without charge, if you are 
challenging a credit denial 

Most people assume that if 
you have borréwed money in 
the past they do have a credit

history. Some married women 
suddenly widowed or divorced 
have been shocked to find that 
they don't. This is because, 
historically, reports to credit 
bureaus on accounts used by 
both husband and wife were 
usually made only in the 
husband's name. 

A new provision of the Equal 


Credit Opportunity Act which 
went into effect in June has 
changed that situation. You 
may have already received a 
notice explaining the new 
regulation from the businesses 
and financial institutions, with 


which you have credit 
arrangements. If not, you will, 
before October 1 


For existing joint accounts, 
the amendment stipulates that 
all lenders’ reports to credit 
bureaus include both spouses’ 
names if both use the account, 
and if either requests the dual 
reporting. To request it, simply 
retum the reply card. 

‘And, when you do, be sure 
and give your personal first 


name. The credit histery 
should be filed under Betty 
Jones Doe; not Mrs. Joke Dee. 
That way, 
established your own famamczal 
identity and credit history. For 
accounts opened after June 1 
don't worry, dualsame 
reporting is now mandatery 


Security alarms for homes 


You are at someone's house. 
You all leave to go to dinner, 
and your friend is locking up. 
‘And one of the locks is not even 
in the door, What is going on? 

Your friend probably has a 
home security alarm to protect 
the house while it's empty or 
when the occupants are asleep. 
If you are interested in lear- 
ning more about these alarm 
systems, the National Bureau 
of Standards has a new 
pamphlet that tells you about 
the different types of methods 
of reporting a break-in, ap- 
proximate costs, and in- 
stallation and maintenance. 
For your copy of Home 
Security Alarms, send a 
postcard to the Consumer 
Information Center, Dept

There are three parts to 
security alarms: the detectors 
or sensors, the control unit, and 
the actual alarm. 

The sensor detects the break 
in. 

The most frequently used 
sensors are switch sensors, 
made up of two parts with a 
magnetic connection. When a 
window or door is opened, it 
breaks the magnetic con 
nection and triggers the alarm.

hese should be used on all 
windows and doors that can be 
reached from the ground, and 
‘on windows and balcony doors 
that can be reached from trees 

Pressure mat detectors are 
hidden under carpets or rugs in 
a frequently used corridor or 
near items of value, When 
someone steps on the mat, the 
alarm sounds. 

Ultrasonic motion detectors 
fill the room with sound waves 
too high for most people to 
hear. Any movement in the 
room disturbs the wave pattern 
and triggers the 
people and most 
bothered by the high-pitched 
sounds, so an in-home 
demonstration before you buy 
is wise 

The last type is the infrared 
photoelectric sensor. It works 
like an electric eye with an 
invisible light beam. When the 
beam is broken, the alarm 


sounds 
‘The control unit is the heart 
of the system. It activates the 


system either by an indoor 
switch or an outdoor key. It 
receives the information that a 
sensor has been disturbed and 
triggers the alarm. Devices 
called “panic buttons” can be

They allow you to activate the 
alarm by pushing a button and 
are usually placed inside the 
front door or in the bedroom 

Finally the alarm. The local 
alarm is a loud horn, or bell, or 
a flashing light, or a com 
bination, and it is placed high 
up on your house. Its ef: 
fectiveness depends on the 
intruders betpg frightened 
away, on you being warned if 
you are. home, or on. your 
neighbors calling the police if 
you're not home. 

The remote alarm alerts a 
location away from your home 
(such as the police station, a 
private security company, or 
someone you know), and can 
be combined with a local 
alarm, If you have a remote 
system, do not direct the alarm 
to the local police department 
unless you have permission 
first. Some of the older models 
triggered so many false alarms 
that police departments 
banned their use without prior 
approval 

What ig one of the best ways 
to prevent an intruder? Install 
solid doors with good deadbolt 
locks and windows with key 
locks.

PCV Valve 


‘A key part of almost every 
car’s anti-pollution system, is 
the PCV valve. PCV stands for 
Positive Crankcase Ven 
tilation. The valve is a small, 
but critical, item that can have 
a substantial effect on how 
many miles you get to the 
gallon. 

Its basic function is to 
control the unburned gas 
fumes from the crankcase, and 
get them back into the car 
buretor where they get another 
shot at the combustion process 

When your PCV valve is 
dirty it keeps working, but in 
an inefficient manner that can 
make the engine run rough, eat 
more gas and burn more oil 

Generally it is located on the 
hose connecting the crankcase 
to the carburetor. It is fairly 
easy to check for proper 
functioning. There are two 
types. One is spring-loaded and 
contains a steel ball. You 
should hear the ball jiggling 
when you shake it. To test the 
other type, pour solvent, other 
than gasoline, through it. If it 
comes through and remains 
clear the valve is working 
properly. In any case, it is 
safest to replace it every 12,000 
miles

Helpful automotive hints 


“Gypsy” Brake Linings 


As inflation takes its toll on 
motorists’ pocketbooks, there 
seems to be a trend toward 
buying “gypsy” brake linings, 
according to the current issue 
of Motor Magazine. These 
unbranded linings look almost 
exactly the same as those of 
the major brands, but can pose 
a threat to your safety, 

Major Manufacturers of 
such materials -have the 
research facilities to formulate 
individual friction formulas for 
each car application...and they 
follow up to see how they 
perform in tests. 

Some fringe operators may 
use the same material on 
Cadillac brake pads as they do 
on a Chevette, The heavy car 
owner might tiever feel 
anything wrong as he rode 
around town, As one brake 
engineer put it, describing 
some of the “gypsy” disc pads 
he had tested 

“The poor guy driving a car 
with this stuff on the brakes 
would never notice any dif- 
ference driving around town. 
‘The first time he loads up the 
car with the family and heads 
down @ mountain road, it is a 
pretty sure bet that when the 
pads get heated up, his brakes

The bottom line is ob- 
viously... insist on the very 
best brake materials when 
relining time comes around. 


Master Cylinder 


While we are on the subject 
of brakes... have you ever 
checked your brake system's 
master cylinder? Few people 
ever do, although it is a very 
simple process. This box-like 
reservoir fot brake fluid is in 
the rear of the engine com- 
partment, generally just in 
front of the driver. 

‘There is a stiff wire retainer 
that holds on the top. When it's 
flipped off you'll see two 
‘compartments. One goes to the 
rear brakes, the other to the 
front. There is a clearly etched 
fill mark. If either side is low, 
fill it with a “name brand” 
brake fluid and check it again 
in several days. If you notice a 
second loss of fluid you've got a 
life-threatening problem 
coming up, go directly to a 
brake specialist.

for a tune-up you may be told 
that you need ““hot" or “‘cold” 
spark plugs. What does that 
mean? 

A “hot” spark plug is one 
that transfers heat slowly, that 
allows the plug to operate at a 
higher temperature. It has a 
low heat range because it has a 
larger than usual insulator 
base that absorbs much heat 

The opposite is a “cold” 
spark plug that has a smaller 
insulator base that absorbs 
little heat, has a faster rate of 
heat transfer and is able to 
operate at a cooler tem: 
perature. A “cold” plug has a 
high heat range. 

You can get several different 
plugs for your engine ranging 
from “coldest” to “hottest” 
You should let a trained 


mechanic make the selection, 
after informing him of the 
driving conditions. you en 
counter most 

The plugs must be hot 
enough to stay clean, and cold 
enough to prevent premature 
ignition (pre-ignition or 
dieseling) that could cause 
spark plug or engine damage. 


Electric Starter

Balance is the byword this year as 
the 1977 Merrimack Valley 
Conference football season opens with 
a full slate of games this Saturday. As 
many as five local clubs could battle it 
out for conference honors that went to 
Tewksbury and Wilmington in 1976 as 
the two teams boasted identical 9-1 
records. There appear to be no domi- 
nant teams with the ability to run 
away from the 10 team pack in an ear- 
ly sprint. In 1976 the Redmen and 
Wildcats bolted from the crowd after 
leaving recent dominate force An- 
dover in their wake. Several clubs 
have large contingents of returning 
veterans. 

While there are no super teams - 
there are a number of good teams that 
are capable of looking like champions 
on any given day. When selecting the 
top high school clubs it is important of 
course to take into consideration last 
fall’s record and the number of retur- 
ning starters and lettermen. Where 
the forecaster usually runs into trou- 
ble is when his crystal ball becomes 
clouded thanks to a team's emotional 
and motivational state on any given 
day. It is impossible to meter a 
team’s emotional ups and downs when 
forging into a.pre-season pick. The 
cold, hard statistics are what the so- 
called experts have to go by. 

I'll try hard to keep myself out of 
that select expert category with this 
year's forecast - based of course on 
those stats, random samplings from 
those in the know around the MVC, 
and an occasional look at the teams 
before the regular season got un- 
derway. 

Cream of the crop - 

1. Chelmsford Lions - It's tough to 
relegate this team to the middle of the 
pack although the temptation is there 
given their history of fading after be- 
ing picked as an MVC contender. But 
it's difficult to overlook the fact that 
22 lettermen are returning from a 
team that went 6-4 after winning its 
last five games.

If Attar has his 
problems at quarterback it won't be a 
disaster as the Lions have a promising 
defense led by tackle Steve Baraldi 
and 225 pound linebacker Steve 
Lawrence.

The inexperience came to the front 
when they were demolished by the 
MVC leaders.
